Two Military Lessons

Somebody has said that the A-frame—the device 
that makes it possible for a Chinese or Korean coolie 
to carry heavy burdens on his back—proved to be an 
answer, in Korea, to the bomber. In refutation it wili 
be pointed out that, if U. S. bombers had been permit­ 
ted to range farther, the story might have been dif­ 
ferent. But the remark has some point. 
Air power still has limitations. The U. S. had air 
superiority at all times and air supremacy most of 
the time, but was unable to defeat enemy land forces 
in battle. Bombers could not cut off their front-line 
troops from their supply bases nor stop the movement 
of personnel. 
Working by night, taking advantage of camou­ 
flage, the Communists managed to maintain them­ 
selves in the field despite all the bombs free-ranging— 
up to the Yalu River, that is—U. S. planes could drop 
on their lines of communication, supply depots and 
front-line installations. 
The war demonstrated that the airplane is not the 
answer to the supply problem, either. It never has 
been, but some enthusiasts talk as If it would be if 
given a chance. But there are figures to show that 
ships moved 700.000 tons of .supplies from this country 
to Korea monthly, whereas air transport— though used 
on an unprecedented scale — transported only 60,000 
tons a year from Japan and 3,000 tons a month from 
the United State.s. 
There are many military lessons to be drawn from 
the Korean War. but these are of the highest imp>or- 
tance. The nation that made the mistake of relying 
on the bomber to win a shooting war on land, or of 
expecting air tran.sport to supply its land armies 
fighting far away, could go down to defeat to an 
Inferior ff>e. 


A Dimpled Spine 


A small cystf pilonidal) at the 
base of the spine made the jeep 
famous or vice versa. 
Soldiers 
harboring these lesions never had 
been bothered until they rode one 
of these open jobs and hit the 
bumps. 
The ensuing trauma was 
enough to start an infection that 
continued to act up until the cyst 
was removed surgically. 
Pilonidal cyst results from a de­ 
fect acquired long before birth. In 
the embryonic stage a trough in 
the area of the spine is covered 
gradually with skin and other tis­ 
sues. 
But closure is incomplete 
in those who are destined to de­ 
velop pilonidal 
cyst. 
There re­ 
mains as a remnant a dimple, or 
pocket of skin, at the base of the 
spine which forms at a point where 
the tip of the canal formerly was 
attached to the skin. 
The pocket, 
or cyst, may contain hair or other 
tissues. 
The defect is present for 
many years but so long as the con­ 
dition remains quiescent the owmcr 
IS unaware of its existence. 


An Honest Dollar 


Secretary of the Trea-sury Humphrey expre,s.sed 
himself with les.s than hLs usual care the other day 
after he used the phra.se ‘ honest money” and wa.s 
a-sked by a New Deal reporter to define It. Speaking 
off the cuff, he said that honest money meant that a 
dollar would be worth as much next year as It is 
worth now. 
This .sound.s good. Nobody who has a dollar he 
doesn't plan to spend right away wants to see it 
shrink. But the fact is that all currencies fluctuate 
in purchasing power and no sure way has been devi.-icd 
to prevent it. 
Governments should make a rea-sonable effort to 
prevent excessive fluctuations, up or down, which 
unjustly transfer wealth from one segment of the 
population to another. 
As stable a currency as is 
practicable helps maintain as stable an economy as 
possible. But it is a near certainty that the dollar will 
be worth somewhat more, or somewhat less, a year 
from now than it is today. 
If the government tries to make it worth exactly 
the ame, the result will be a “ managed currency.” To 
thL'. there l> no doubt, Mr. Humphrey Ls strongly 
oppoied. So he would have done better to define an 
honest dollar merely as one which, despite moderate 
fluctuations up and down, maintains a fairy level 
purchasing power over the years.

At this stage pain is severe; it 
is difficult to sit and when sleep­ 
ing, the victim is awakened when­ 
ever he rolli> over on the back. 
There is little to do but apply heat 
and have the abcess opened by the 
family 
physician. 
Comfort 
fol­ 
lows the escape of pus. which re­ 
lieves tension. Once the lesion has 
been infected and pu.- oozes out. a 
drainage tra:-t is established that 
never 
disappears 
spontarieou.sly. 
t'on.secjuently, the underwear and 
bod linen arc soil.'d periodically 
with a few drops of pus unless the 
part IS covered w th a bandage. 
Drainage is the les > r of two evils, 
however, because when the open­ 
ing closes so that the pus cannot 
escape a painful absce-s forms.

Misson To Moscow 


The .story of Vinson's proposed 
trip to Moscow m the fall of 1948

been written a good many 
times, but .some of the most im- 
prirtant angles were never told. 
It is known, of cours«-, that Pres­ 
ident Truman wanted the chief jus- 
to make a personal face-to- 
f = «• appeal to Stalm for peace be- 
tv^« on the two nation;.

W ASH ING TO N—No one has been 
appointed chief justice in the last 
half century who has not had pre­ 
vious judicial experience either on 
the Supreme Court itself or on the 
federal bench. 
T h u s 
President 
Eisenhower 
would be breaking precedent if he 
appointed to the highest court in 
the land anyone who has not been 
fam iliar 
with 
the 
complicated 
problems of procedure which con­ 
front the chief justice not only on 
the highest court but in dealing 
with the lower courts. 
Nor has the selection of a chief 
justice always been made from the 
political party of the incumbent 
President. 
It will be recalled that when 
Chief Justice Melvin Fuller died in 
1910, 
President 
William 
Howard 
Taft, 
Republican, 
promoted 
to 
chief justice a Democrat who had 
been a senator from Louisiana and 
had served as a Confederate sol­ 
dier— Edward Douglas White—and 
then filled the vacancy by appoint­ 
ing Willis Van Devanter, a Republi­ 
can, as an associate justice. 
T aft Served An Ju ris t 
It will be recalled also that, when 
Chief Justice White died. Presi­ 
dent Harding appointed ex-Presi- 
dent Taft, who had served on the 
federal bench for many years be­ 
fore 
coming 
to 
Washington 
as 
secretary of W ar in the cabinet of 
Theodore Roosevelt. 
When President Hoover had an 
opportunity to appoint a chief jus­ 
tice to succeed Mr. Taft, he selec­ 
ted Charles Evans Hughes, who 
had served for six year as an a.^so- 
ciate justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 
When Mr, Hughes retired in 1941. 
President Franklin D. 
Rfuisevelt 
did not appoint a Demorrat but 
elevated Associate Justue Haii."=n 
Fiske Stone, a Republican, who 
had served as attorney general in 
the Coolidge cabinet before being 
appointed to the Supreme Court in 
1925. 
When in 1946 President Truman 
was confronted with a vacancy m 
the chief justiceship due to the 
death of Mr. Stone, Mr. Truman 
selected 
F'red 
Vinson, 
who 
had 
given up his life tenure as a U. S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals judge to 
take a w’artime post in the govern­ 
ment. 
So, in every case for the last 50 
years, the President has sought 
someone w’ith judicial experience, 
and in two instances out of five in 
the last half Qcntury the selection 
for chief justice ha» not been of 
the same political party as the 
man in the White House.

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Two Military lessons 
Somebody has said that the A-frame—the device 
that makes it possible for a Chinese or Korean coolie 
to carry heavy burdens on his back—proved to be an 
answer, in Korea, to the bomber. In refutation it will 
be pointed out that, if ll. S. bombers had been permit­ 
ted to range farther, the story might have been dif­ 
ferent. But the remark has some point. 
Air power still has limitations. The U. 8. had air 
superiority at all times and air supremacy most of 
the time, but was unable to defeat enemy land forces 
In battle. Bombers could not cut off their front-line 
troops from their supply bases nor stop the movement 
of personnel. 
Working by night, taking advantage of camou­ 
flage, the Communists managed to maintain them­ 
selves in the field despite all the bombs free-ranging— 
up to the Yalu River, that is—U. S. planes could drop 
on their lines of communication, supply depots and 
front-line installations. 
The war demonstrated that the airplane is not the 
answer to the supply problem, either. It never has 
been, but some enthusiasts talk as if it would be if 
given a chance. But there are figures to show that 
ships moved 700,000 tons of supplies from this country 
to Korea monthly, whereas air transport—though used 
on an unprecedented scale — transported only 60,000 
tons a year from Japan and 3.000 tons a month from 
the United States. 
There are many military lessons to be drawn from 
the Korean War, but these are of the highest impor­ 
tance. The nation that made the mistake of relying 
on the bomber to win a shooting war on land, or of 
expecting air transport to supply its land armies 
fighting far away, could go down to defeat to an 
inferior foe. 


An Honest Dollar 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey expressed 
himself with less than his usual care the other day 
after he used the phrase “honest money’' and was 
asked by a New Deal reporter to define it. Speaking 
off the cuff, he said that honest money meant that a 
dollar would be worth as much next year as it is 
worth now. 
This sounds good. Nobody who has a dollar he 
doesn’t plan to spend right away wants to see it 
shrink. But the fact is that all currencies fluctuate 
in purchasing power and no sure way has been devised 
to prevent it. 
Governments should make a reasonable effort to 
prevent excessive fluctuations, up or down, which 
unjustly transfer wealth from one segment of the 
population to another. As stable a currency as is 
practicable helps maintain as stable an economy as 
possible. But it is a near certainty that the dollar will 
be worth somewhat more, or somewhat less, a year 
from now than It is today. 
If the government tries to make it worth exactly 
the same, the result will be a “managed currency.** To 
this, there is no doubt, Mr. Humphrey Is strongly 
opposed. So he would have done better to define an 
honest dollar merely as one which, despite moderate 
fluctuations up and down, maintains a fairy level 
purchasing power over the years. 


Know Your Neighbors 
How many persons do you know by name? Full 
name, that la, complete with initial—not as Jim or 
Tom or “Slim,, or “Shorty." Recently a resident here 
had occasion to Introduce his next-door neighbor, 
whom he had known for several years, and called 
him Jones when his name is Smith 
The fact is that few big city dwellers actually 
know their neighbors. To correctly name those who 
reside in the same apartment house, to say nothing 
of those In the block, is a feat few can accomplish. 
How about those you work with—men or women 
in the same office or department? Or those you meet 
reguarly at the club? It would be a worthy project to 
proclaim a get-acquainted week, starting with the 
neighbors. In smaller communities everybody knows 
everybody else, or nearly everybody, all of which 
makes for friendliness. 
It has been asserted the ability to remember 
names Is a special gift. This Is a false conclusion. 
Some people do not remember names because they do 
not make the effort. Newspaper men know there is 
no quicker way to offend a person than to get his 
name wrong, or misspell it. A memory course is not 
needed to obviate the embarrassment of getting Jones 
and Smith mixed. All that is required is a little 
concentration. 


Money Talks 
The burglary alarm in the cash section of the 
U. S. Treasury building in Washington went off with 
a resounding clamor the other afternoon. Apparently 
after that events resembled a Chinese fire drill. 
But after the vaults had all been locked and 
guards with cocked rifles had moved quietly in to do 
in the robbers, somebody sheepishly owned up to 
having tripped the alarm by mistake. 
This leaves us with one random thought and al>o 
an idea for a skit. We are pleased to know that there 
Is .some actual cash lying around the Joint, As to the 
skit; Two guards (or make it a platoon if the stage 
is big) steal up to a Treasury vault and shout sternly: 
* Who's in there?"

A Dimpled Spine 


A small cyst! pilonidal) at the 
base of the spine made the jeep 
famous or vice versa. 
Soldiers 
harboring these lesions never had 
been bothered until they rode one 
of these open jobs and hit the 
bumps. 
The ensuing traum a was 
enough to start an infection that 
continued to act up until the cyst 
was removed surgically. 
Pilonidal cyst results from a de­ 
fect acquired long before birth. In 
the embryonic stage a trough in 
the area of the spine is covered 
gradually with skin and other tis­ 
sues. 
But closure is incomplete 
in those who are destined to de­ 
velop pilonidal cyst. 
There re­ 
mains as a rem nant a dimple, or 
pocket of skin. at the base of the 
spine which forms at a point where 
the tip of the canal formerly was 
attached to the skin. 
The pocket, 
or cyst, may contain hair or other 
tissues. The defect is present for 
many years but so long as the con­ 
dition remains quiescent the owner 
is unaware of its existence. 


This type of cyst would have 
gone begging for recognition if it 
were located in a different place. 
But at the base of the spine, it is 
subject to traum a every time the 
person hits a bump when riding in 
a jeep or a car with hard seats. 
The lesion also is im perial, when­ 
ever the individual is kicked, pad- 
died. of falls down while skating. 
Furtherm ore, the overlying skin is 
subject to infection because the 
area is poorely aerated. Hence in­ 
fection occurs ultimately and the 
skin becomes red, swollen, and 
tender to the touch. 
At this stage pain is severe; it 
is difficult to sit and when sleep­ 
ing, the victim is awakened when­ 
ever he rolls over on the back. 
There is little to do but apply heat 
and have the abcess opened by the 
family physician. 
Comfort 
fol­ 
lows the escape of pus, which re­ 
lieves tension. Once the lesion has 
been infected and pus oozes out, a 
drainage tract is established that 
never 
disappears 
.spontaneously. 
Consequently, the underwear arid 
bed linen are soiled periodically 
with a few drops of pus unless the 
part is covered with a bandage. 
Drainage is the lesser of two evils, 
however, because when the open­ 
ing closes so that the pus cannot 
escape a painful abscess forms. 


Surge a1 removal of the entire 
tract offers the best chance for 
permanent recovery. The opera­ 
tion usually is delayed until in­ 
fection is at a minimum and to 
help 
along 
this 
line 
the 
anti­ 
biotics such as penicillin and ter* 
ramycin are used. 
The surgical 
procedure requires patience and 
skill because every bit of the cyst 
must be removed for complete 
cure. Unless this is done, the con­ 
dition recurs. Many .surgeons also 
leave the wound open so that the 
space where the cyst existed will 
fill m gradually with normal tissue. 
This is one of the reasons why 
healing is a slow process and may 
take 
from six 
weeks to three 
months.

Chief Justice Vinson Was First To Oppose Giving Atom Secrets To Russia; 


Vinson Was Proudest O f His Price-Controi Achievement 


WASHINGTON—Here are some 
fleeting glimpses in the life of a 
very great man wrho died this 
week. 
I was on a camping trip in the 
Adirondack-, 
with 
Chief Justice 
Vinson about a month ago. 
The 
woods around us were dry. 
We 
were seated on pine-needles eating 
lunch one day, and the chief jus­ 
tice was smoking a eagaret. 
He 
smoked it dowm to a stub, crushed 
the stub on a rock, then went over 
to the w ater bucket and threw 
water on the burnt-out stub 
I couldn’t help thinking that this 
was typical of Fred Vmson s life— 
thoughtful, 
considerate, 
careful 
even about the most minute detail. 
One evening he told about a his­ 
toric cabinet meeting dealing w.th 
the atom bomb. 
Tho meeting is 
history now and there’s no reason 
why it can’t be described. 
It took 
place in 1945 
Truman was Presi­ 
dent, Vmson was secretary of the 
Treasury, Henry L. Stimson was 
secretary of War. 
Stimson came 


into the cabinet meeting to pro­ 
pose that Russia be given the atom 
bomb. 
Ho argued that Russia was cer­ 
tain to get the secret anyway, and 
our chances of world peace would 
Iv far better if we showed our good 
will and sincerity bv offering to 
share our secret with the Soviet. 
Our relations with Russia, inciden­ 
tally, were far bettor at that time 
than a year or so later. 
C abinet Debate 
The Stimson proposal touched off 
a heated debate. 
President Truman went round 
the cabinet table, asked the opin­ 
ions of all present. Jim m ie Byrnes, 
secretary of State, sided with Stim­ 
son. 
So did Miss Perkins, secre­ 
tary of Labor. 
But Vinson led the 
opposition. 
He argued that the 
secret of tho A-Bomb was some­ 
thing the American people had paid 
for. worked for, had a right to 
keep 
Under 
no 
circumstances 
should it he given away. 
Tom Clark, then attorney gener-

In every large body of men there 
are slick, tricky persons W'ho try 
to find small advantages for them­ 
selves at the expense of others.

But what our military should do 
fs to court-martial the rats under 
any articles they find and then to 
publish the findings, including the 
names of these villains. We ought 
to have their names. Th* ir photo­ 
graphs should be published, par­ 
ticularly in their local com rn un­ 
it ifs, so that all men may know 
who they are and what they did to 
other Americans, fighting in a for­ 
eign land, 6.000 mites from home. 
We ought to spew them out as we 
do anything foifl. 
In the Korean War. there is an­ 
other kind of indecent, disgusting, 
foul-smelling creature called.

ledge and beliefs and turns him in­ 
to an abnormal monster who serves 
the Russian without will, 
I do not go along with this 
theory, except In isolated in­ 
stances during which drugs are 
used to destroy the will. So far, 
little evidence has been ad­ 
duced to justify the charge of 
brain-washing by drugs of our 
sons. It is easier to accomplish 
with weak-willed creatures by 
a better bed. by 
access 
to 
women, by extra food. We need 
not grow too fanciful on the 
subject, it is sufficient that 
these so-called American* have 
joined the enemies of our coun­ 
try and have done their bid­ 
ding. 
Some of th< se Progressive s have

It is known, of course, that Pres­ 
ident Truman wanted the chief jus­ 
tice to make a personal face-to- 
face appeal to Stalin for peace be­ 
tween the two nations. Truman felt 
that a man with the warm, con­ 
tagious personality of Fred Vin­ 
son, plus his down-to-earth direct­ 
ness and homey philosophy, would 
be able to melt even the stony 
heart of Joe Stalin. 
Vmson himself was not enthus­ 
iastic. 
He had misgivings about 
the mission, doubted that he could 
bring back any real agreement.

WASHINGTON—No one has been 
appointed chief justice in the last 
half century who has not had pre­ 
vious judicial experience either on 
the Supreme Court itself or on the 
federal bench. 
T h u s 
President 
Eisenhower 
would be breaking precedent if he 
appointed to the highest court in 
the land anyone who has not been 
familiar 
with 
the 
complicated 
problems of procedure which con­ 
front the chief justice not only on 
the highest court but in dealing 
with the lower courts. 
Nor has the selection of a chief 
justice always been made from the 
political party of the incumbent 
President. 
It will be recalled that when 
Chief Justice Melvin Fuller died in 
1910, President William 
Howard 
Taft, 
Republican, 
promoted 
to 
chief justice a Democrat who had 
been a senator from Louisiana and 
had served as a Confederate sol­ 
dier—Edward Douglas White—and 
then filled the vacancy by appoint­ 
ing Willis Van Devanter, a Republi­ 
can, as an associate justice. 
Taft Served As Jurist 
It will be recalled also that, when 
Chief Justice White died. Presi­ 
dent Harding appointed ex-Presi* 
dent Taft, who had served on the 
federal bench for many years be­ 
fore 
coming 
to 
Washington 
as 
secretary of War in the cabinet of 
Theodore Roosevelt. 
When President Hoover had an 
opportunity to appoint a chic! jus­ 
tice to succeed Mr. Taft, he selec­ 
ted Charles Evans Hughes, who 
had served for six year as an asso­ 
ciate justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 
When Mr. Hughes retired in 1941, 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
did not appoint a Democrat but 
elevated Associate Justice Harlan 
Fiske Stone, a Republican, who 
had nerved as attorney ge neral in 
the Coolidge cabinet before being 
appointed to the Supreme Court in 
1925. 
When in 1946 President Truman 
was confronted with a vacancy in 
the chief justiceship due to the 
death of Mr, Stone. Mr. Truman 
selected Fred Vinson, who had 
given up his life tenure as a U. S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals judge to 
take a wartime post in the govern­ 
ment. 
So, in every ca*e for the last 50 
years, the President has sought 
someone with judicial experience, 
and in two instances out of five in 
the last half century the selection 
for chief justice has not been of 
the same political party as the 
man in the White House. 
Looking over the 
present Su­ 
preme Court, the logical man for 
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President Eisenhower to elevate— 
if he chooses a Democrat—is Jus­ 
tice Robert H. Jackson, who was 
, appointed to the Supreme Court in 
June 1941 at the same time that 
President Roosevelt selected a Re­ 
publican, 
Mr. 
Stone, 
for 
chief 
Justice. 
Justice Jackson is, with the ex­ 
ception of Justices Douglas, Clark 
and Black, the youngest on the 
bench now, and is known as a mid­ 
dle-of-the-roader in the sense that 
he has seemed to veer away from 
the extreme views held by either 
the so-called conservatives or radi­ 
cals on the present court. 
Justice Jackson is believed to 
have been in the forefront for ap- f 
pointment by President Truman 
when it was reported to the latter 
that the feud on the court at that 
time could only be resolved by 
bringing in someone from the out­ 
side.

Dewey, Brownell Have Refusal 
If President Eisenhower should 
elevate a Democrat from the pre­ 
sent bench—Justice Reed would b# 
another good cho ic* if his health 
were better—the way would be 
opened to the appointment of a new 
man as an associate justice. It 
would be in order then to select a 
Republican. The name of Governor 
Warren 
of California 
has 
been 
prominently mentioned, but it is 
believed that first refusal would go 
to Governor Dewey of New York 
and 
next 
to 
Attorney 
General 
Brownell. 
It is interesting to recall that 
Charles Evans Hughes, 
Republi­ 
can. resigned in 1910 from the 
governorship of the State of New 
York to go to the Supreme Court. 
It is known that Mr. Dewey could 
have been in the Eisenhower cabi­ 
net but did not wish to give up the 
governorship. He had a bigger part 
in helping Mr. Eisenhower get to 
the White House than did Governor 
Warren. The California governor 
never did switch his delegation to 
help either Taft or Eisenhower at 
the 1952 Republican National Con­ 
vention.

Operation Candor 


WASHINGTON 
After interminable wavering, the 
Eisenhower administration has at 
last decided to tell the country 
some of the truth about the nat­ 
ional situation. The decision was 
taken before the Kremlin tested 
its first hydrogen bomb, but this 
event has further strengthened the 
hands of the advocates of “ Oper­ 
ation Candor,” as the project is 
called in the Administration's inner 
circle. 
The President will do the talk­ 
ing. The time, the place and the 
medium are now under discussion. 
The method most favored at the 
moment is an informal television 
talk, or perhaps a combination of 
a television talk with a full dress 
radio speech. 
Such is the final upshot of a de­ 
bate that has been going on inside 
the American government since 
the final period of the Truman ad­ 
ministration. Certain officials of 
the 
old 
psychological 
strategy 
board were the first to insist that 
it was dangerous to keep the coun­ 
try in ignorance of the threat to 
national survival implicit in the 
steadily growing Soviet air-atomic 
capabilities. They were also the 
first to argue that a frank White 
House briefing was the only way to 
get the truth across the country. 


Hence the problem wa* on 
the National Security Council 
table , so to speak, when Pres- 
Ident Eisenhower took office.

as mid winter. In the spring, 
at least one major meeting of 
the National Security Council 
was devoted to the subject:

Jt 
is true, of course, that the real 
national situation is well under­ 
stood by a small number of per­ 
sons who have struggled to find 
out. It is also true that some of 
these persons have done their best 
to make the hard facts more wide­ 
ly understood. 


But this is not only specious; 
it is also irrelevant. The coun­ 
try as a whole does not yet un­ 
derstand the national situation, 
because the country’s leaders 
have thus far persisted In con­ 
cealing or misrepresenting the 
hard facts known to the ex­ 
perts. 
in 
difficult 
and 
un­ 
pleasant technical matters, the 
country does not listen to every 
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chance voice. 
The country’s 
leaders must inform the coun­ 
try and no one else ran do so.

The proof of this h-i* just be* a 
given, in dramatic form, by the 
inquiring Dr. Gallup, The experts 
know very well that the Soviet 
Union already possesses the atomic 
bombs for a crippling attack on 
this country. They know abo that 
the Soviet long range hit army is 
entirely capable of delivering the 
bombs. They know further that 
unless drastic measures art taken 
to improve our air defenses, the 
Kremlin will be abl** to make a 
totally devastating air-atomic at­ 
tack on the United States within IS 
to 24 months.

Those who have wished this dan­ 
gerous dream to be prolonged fall 
into three categories. There are the 
neurotic advocates of “ maximum 
security.” common in the Pentagon 
and now gaining ground at th# 
Atomic Ene rgy Commission, th* re 
are the State Department officials 
—George F. Ktnnan used to Im one 
of them—who fear that the Amer­ 
ican people will demand all kind* 
of dangerous and impulsive reme­ 
dies if they are told the plain truth. 
Finally, there are the high Admin­ 
istration officials who think high 
taxes are more dangerous than 
atomic bombs. 


This last group is of particu­ 
lar importance. They think that 
if the truth I* told, a strong 
demand will immediately he 
felt for heavier defense outlays 
on air defense and for other 
purposes. In this they are un­ 
doubtedly correct. 


Maybe the promised Presidential 
candor will not be so very cand d 
after all. But if he is fully candid, 
it can be taken as certain that th* 
current approach to defense prob­ 
lems will no longer be tolerab d. 
And it is hard to believe that the 
decision to be candid does not 
imply a further decision to make 
a different approach to defense.
